4. Ihe highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine 
who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer 
may reoffer and resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or 
which is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be 
rejected by the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would 
be likely to affect the sale injuriously.

Note: Franz and Pieter van der Borcht belonged to the younger generation 
of one of the famous Brussels weaving families and were the sons of Jacques van 
der Borcht, who worked in partnership with Jerome le Clerc; P. and F. van der 
Borcht were active during the first half of the eighteenth century: Pieter (1712-63) 
and Franz (1720-65) being among the most notable producers of Teniers subjects. 
Two sets of Verdures with Small Figures are recorded by Marillier, Handbook 
of the Teniers Tapestries, 1932, pp. 55-56; the present tapestry appears to be a 
variation of the one in the Ravensworth set illustrated, pl. 42b. The cartoons for 
these subjects are ascribed to the painter Jan van Orley, a descendant of Bernard 
van Orley and a specialist in the adaptation of peasant genre subjects in tapestry 
weaving.
